The Hoover admin­ 
istration would like her to con­ 
tinue, but she has not yet indi­ 
cated what her decision will be. 
The transfer of all prohibition 
activities from the Jurisdiction of 
the Secretary of the Treasury to 
tho Department of 
Justice, 
as 
recommended by President Hoo­ 
ver would require action by Cong­ 
ress and It is not altogether sure 
th a t anything will be considered 
at the special session outside of j 
farm relief and 
tariff 
revision. 
Meanwhile Mrs. W illebrandt, who 
has kept in close touch with the 
prohibition 
problem 
from 
the 
point of view’ of enforcement of 
th e law, is perhaps more familiar 
than anyone In the federal gov­ 
ernm ent with 
the 
prosecuting 
machinery. 
Through 
her, 
in­ 
structions are issued to the var­ 
ious U. S. Attorneys who appear 
in the federal courts from day to 
day. 
Has F aith in Her. 
In a position of this kind, the 
chief executive m ust have com­ 
plete faith in the integrity of the 
official in charge 
or 
else 
the 
dropping of cases might consti­ 
tute a very good opportunity for 
th e exercise of political Influence 
as well as other kinds of pres­ 
sure. 
I 
President Hoover has absolnte 
confidence in the sincerity 
and 
integrity of JTt; WA'lebrandjt His 
desire is that she may continue 
in the 
department 
of 
Justice. 
There has been some talk of ap­ 
pointing her to a federal judge­ 
ship or else promoting her to be 
solicitor general. 
Both of these 
positions would require confirma­ 
tion by the senate. 
The recent campaign bitterness 
with respect to Mrs. Witiebrandt 
has not altogether died down, so 
far as opponents of Mr. Hoover 
are concerned, but it has almost 
entirely disappeared

Hoover ranks. 
Mrs. W illebrandt has insisted 
th a t at no time during the cam­ 
paign did she inject the religious 
issue and that she was misrepre­ 
sented when she 
attempted

an interest, as they always had 
done, in the prohibition contro­ 
versy. Her point was that church 
groups had been the backbone of 
the prohibition movement 
and 
th at the issue of prohibition and 
law enforcement was still theirs. 
To Push Enforcem ent. 
The necessity for a 
complete 
revision of present methods 
In 
handling the prohibition problem 
has been emphasized by 
Presi­ 
dent Hoover in his Inaugural ad­ 
dress but he is expecting the law 
enforcement commission, to pre­ 
sent, after thorough study, a so­ 
lution. 
For 
the 
time 
being, 
therefore. 
the 
administration 
will continue as in the past 
to 
press for enforcement with exist­ 
ing tools. 
The passage of 
the 
law by the last congress 
with 
severe penalties for violations of 
th e Volstead Act will be

Mrs. W illebrandt will 
be able to push more vigorously

under this act. 
Discussions rang­ 
ed far and wide and it waR deter­ 
mined by the administration to 
amend the code rather than have 
its structure threatened by criti­ 
cism of life liquor sentences.

The attorney general drafted a 
At the same time the chief ex- ? bill exempting from the life pro­ 
vision all felonies except those se­ 
vere enough to demand a maxi­ 
mum sentence of five years for a 
first offense. 
This left out liquor 
violations and 120 other felonies. 
The present maximum for a first 
liquor offense Is two years. 
The house adopted the amend­ 
ed code last week. 
Dry leaders 
immediately protested.

no objection, they said, to elimi­ 
nating other minor

but 
insisted bootleggers must feel the 
heavy hand of severe punishment. 
As a result the Cuthbertson bill 
was pushed.

Far­ 
reaching change* in the whole fed­ 
eral machinery of justice are con­ 
templated by President Hoover in 
tho creation of a national coram's- 
sion to critically consider the ques­ 
tion of law enforcement. 
“The first step in law enforce­ 
ment is adequate organization of 
our Judicial and enforcement sys­ 
tem,’’ the president declared in a 
statement 
issued 
today 
ut 
the 
White House in response to ques­ 
tions from newspaper correspond­ 
ents. 
The commission is to consider 
redistribution of functions, simpli­ 
fication of procedure, provision of 
additional special tribunals to clear 
up present and to prevent future 
congestion of dockets, die better 
•election of Juries and the more ef­ 
fective organization of agencies of 
investigation and prosecution. 
Including in the critical survey 
will be consideration of the method 
of enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment and abuses which have 
grown up together with the enforce­ 
ment of laws with respect to nar­ 
cotics, immigration, trade restraint 
and other subjects. 
The chief executive has proposed 
as one step in reorganization while 
the commission is making its inves­ 
tigation a transfer of the prohibi­ 
tion enforcement machinery from 
the treasury to the Justice depart­ 
ment. 
The latter department here­ 
tofore has been charged only with 
the prosecution end of enforcement, 
with the prohibition bureau con­ 
ducting the Investigations and mak­ 
ing the arrests. 


There have been some notable 
exceptions to this proposition, the 
Justice department, at tho instance 
of Mrs. Mabel Walker Willebrandt, 
assistant attorney general, having 
initiated the inquiry which led to 
the arrest and 
conviction 
some 
years ago of member* of the Sa 
vannah bootleg ring. 
Congress Must Change. 
Whether the president can ac­ 
complish the transfer he has in 
mind without an act of congress 
now Is a matter of 
speculation, 
with some insisting that since con­ 
gress placed the prohibition unit 
under the jurisdiction of the treas­ 
ury only congress can authorize the 
transfer of its functions luto an­ 
other department of the 
govern­ 
ment. 
The chief executive has ventur­ 
ed no opinion on this matter nor 
has he intimated whether he will 
seek an opinion from Attorney (Jen­ 
era! Mitchell. 
Since he looks upon 
this as an important move toward 
the end for which he is striving, it 
might well be taken up at the 
extra session of congress if there 
Is final conclusion that congres­ 
sional action is necessary. 
Mr. Hoover still is giving thought 
to tho personnel of the commis­ 
sion, but if he has made up his 
mind as to individuals he has not 
so indicated. 
Nor has there been 
any indication as to (in? size of tjie 
commission; whether it will con­ 
sist of five men or a dozen. 
Attor­ 
ney General Mitchell is being con­ 
sulted as to personnel and it may 
be some time before the makeup 
of the body is announced.

Hoover Contemplates 
Changes in Machinery 
Of Federal Government 


W ashington, March 8—(;p)—Far- 
reaching changes in the whole fed­ 
eral machinery of Justice are con­ 
templated by President Hoover In 
the creation of a national comm's- 
slon to critically consider the ques­ 
tion of law enforcement. 


’T h e first step in law enforce­ 
ment Is adequate organisation of 
our Judicial and enforcement sys­ 
tem,”' the president declared in a 
statem ent 
issued 
today 
at 
the 
W hite House in response to ques- 
t'ons from newspaper correspond­ 
ents. 


The commission is to consider 
redistribution of functions, simpli- 
flcatlon of procedure, provision of 
additional special tribunals to clear 
up present and to prevent future 
congestion of dockets, the better 
selection of Juries and the more ef­ 
fective organization of agencies of 
investigation and prosecution. 


Including in the critical survey 
will be consideration of the method 
of enforcement of the eighteenth 
amendment and abuses which have 
grown up together with the enforce­ 
ment of . laws with respect to nar­ 
cotics, immigration, trade restraint 
and other subjects. 


The chief executive has proposed 
as one step in reorganliation while 
the eom nlssion Is making its inves- 
tlgatioB a transfer of the prohibí* 
tion enforcement machinery from 
the treasury to the Juetlce depart- 
njent, The latter department here- 
tofore has been charged only with 
the pro«ecut|on end of enforcement, 
with the prohibition bureau con* 
ducting the investigations and mak* 
ing tha arrests. 


There have been some notable 
exceptions to this proposition, the 
Justice department, at th» Instance 
of Mrs. Mabel W alker W lllebrandt, 
assistant attorney general, having 
initiated the inquiry which led to 
the arrest and 
conviction 
some 
years ago of member« of the Sa­ 
vannah bootleg ring. 


Congress Must Change. 


W hether the president can ac­ 
complish the transfer he has in 
mind without an act of congress 
now is a m atter of 
speculation, 
with some insisting that since con­ 
gress placed the prohibition unit 
under the Jurisdiction of the treas­ 
ury only congrcas can authorize tho 
transfer of its functions into an­ 
other departm ent of the 
govern­ 
ment. 


The chief executive has ventur­ 
ed no opinion on this m atter nor 
has be intimated w hether he will 
seek an opinion from Attorney Gen­ 
eral Mitchell. Since he looks upon 
this as an im portant move toward 
the end for which he Is striving. It 
might well be taken up at the 
extra session of congress if there 
Is final conclusion th at congres­ 
sional action Is necessary. 


Mr. Hoover still Is giving thought 
to the personnel of the commis­ 
sion. but if he has made up his 
mind as to individuals he has m>t 
so indicated. 
Nor has there bMn 
any Indication as to the size of t|ie 
commtaslon; w hether it will c <h i* 
slst of Ave men or a dozen. A tto r 
ney General Mitchell Is being cop^ 
suited as to personnel and it may 
be some time before the makeup 
of the body is announced.

Crowe violates tile first principles 
of good farming, makes a profit, 
and has to work only six months 
of the year. 
He raises only one crop— pop 
corn. 
Some of lits 
fields 
have 
produced 16 
consecutive 
crops. 
Diversified farming means noth­ 
ing to him. 
Furtherm ore, 
Crowes 
work 
season extends 
from 
April 
to 
November. Usually he travels the 
rest of the time, completely Ignor­ 
ing the customary farm practice 
of ctntinuous effort. He plows in 
April, plants his pop corn, and by 
July has it “ laid by.’’ Field work 
is over then until October, when 
husking starts. It is finished 
in 
November. 
Crown condones tho use of fer­ 


tilizer. cither drilling it 
in 
or 
broadcasting. 
In July the corn­ 
fields are .seeded to sweet clover, 
the last run of the 
cultivators 
covering the seed. 
The 
legume 
adds nitrogen to the soil. The clo­ 
ver and 
cornstalks 
always 
are 
plowed under. 
Last 
year 
Crowe 
harvested 
7,000 bushels from his 147-acre 
farm and 
1,000 
bushels 
from 
rented land. 
He raises as much 
as 80 unshelled bushels 
to 
the 
acre, although 50 bushels is his 
average. 
The pop corn market is contin­ 
uous. Crowe says, and the demand 
is growing yearly. 
He sells in 
lots, thus taking 
advantage 
of 
m arket fructuations.

lake where now stands the lum­ 
ber yard,

tiqup in Schoolcraft county. 


A writer In one of our best his­ 
tories of northern Michigan dep­ 
recates the mistake, of the type­ 
setter who put “a ” in Manlstlque 
instead of the “ o.” which appears 
in the name of the river. Xeither 
name Is really the correct 
one. 
but If anything Manlstique is bet­ 
ter than Monistique.

Arnold to Discuss Care of 
Laying Flock at 
City Hall 


SOCIAL 


Success in the poultry business 
depends primarily on having good 
stock, good housing, sanitation and 
proper feeding, according to I- Ii 
Arnold. U. P. poultry 
specialist, 
who is holding a series of meetings 
with farmers in Delta county this 
week. 
Mr. Arnold is taking up the gen­ 
eral problems regarding the care of 
the laying hen at this week's meet­ 
ings, aud will return within two 
or three weeks to discuss the care 
of the baby chick. 
He will address a meeting at 
Rapid River this afternoon, and 
this evening will speak at a meet­ 
ing in the council chambers of the 
city hall building 
in 
Escanaba. 
A rm e rs in this vicinity and also 
Escanaba residents, interested in 
poultry culture, are cordially in­ 
vited to attend. 
Feeding Problems. 
i 
One-half of the expense is due 
'to feeding; therefore it is of ut­ 
most importance, the poultry' ex­ 
p e r t declares. 
• The fowl must be regarded ae 
n machine.” Mr. Arnold explains 
'"W e feed this machine raw mate­ 
r i a l in form of poultry 
feed 
in 
hopes of getting a finished prod 
[net—the egg. The egg is composed 
[of several different 
elements 
or 
materials, such as protein us found 
in the albumen or white of the 
t gg. fat in the yolk and minerals 
in the shell. 
Much water is also 
(present. 
•‘In order to get this finished 
product we must feed foods that 
contain many different 
elements, 
Miso these elements must be fed 
‘more or less in a right proportion. 
W ell Balanced Ration. 
“Roughly, a well balanced ration 
[ahould consist of 
these 
parts: 
scratch grains, corbohydrate feeds; 
mash, protein: green feeds, min- 
•cral. water and cod liver oil. 
“We feed scratch grains to main­ 
tain body weight. 
The plump hen 
whose body ie heavy will always 
he able to continue through a long 
period laying better than the fowl 
which has poor body weight. 
Our 
scratch feeds keep up this body 
weight. 
They furnish 
heat 
and 
[energy for this egg producing ma­ 
chine. 
Coni. wheat, barley and 
heavy oats are our best scratch 
feeds. 
“These could well be fed in pro­ 
portions. 
Since barley has proved 
a good feed and as it is produced 
in this region, its use as a poultry 
feed la encouraged. 
During cold 
weather good producing fowls will 
consume about fifteen pounds ct 
►cratch feed to IOO fowls each day. 
The greater share should be fed in 
the evening, thus leaving the rest 
of the day for heavy consumption 
of mash. 
"The fowl should always go on 
perch with a well filled crop. 
The

it is almost impossible for a heavy 
producing hen to eat anil digest 
« nough food during the short day­ 
light hours to manufacture eggs 
rapidly. 
Green Feed Necessary.

A good home mixed mash

pounds: bone meal, IO pounds, and 
fine salt, five pounds.

are good green feeds. 
Minerals 
are to be found in meat scrap and 
bone meal 
Oyster shell should be 
cmpplied to furnish calcium for tile 
egg shell.

times: oyst* r shell, water, grit and 
charcoal. 
During the winter cod 
liver oil should be fed at the rate 
cf one quart to iou fowls each 
week. This tends to keep away leg 
weakness, gives better production, 
la tte r fertility and hatch ability 
«.f eggs and makes a stronger ehell 
The rod liver oil furnishes vita­ 
min D, a substance that insures 
proper assimilation 
of 
minerals. 
V.'hen fowls are subjec ted to direct 
jays of the sun the cod liver oil 
Is not necessary.**

Arnold, U. P. poultry 
specJalisi. 
irho is holding a scries of meetings 
with farmers in Delta county this 
veek. 


Mr. Arnold is taking up the gen­ 
eral problems regarding the care of 
the laying hen at this week’s meet­ 
ings, and wl}] return within two 
or three weeks to discuss the care 
of the baby chick. 


H© will addres« a meeting at 
Kapid River this afternoon, and 
this evening will speak at a meet- 
jing in the council chambers of the

in 
Escanaba. 
|lTarmers in this vicinity and also 
i Escanaba residents, interested in 
! poultry culture, are cordially in-

Feeding ProWem». 


One-balf of tho expense is due 
to feeding; therefore it is of ut­ 
most importance, the poultry ex­ 
pert declares. 


“The fowl m ust be regarded ae 
a machine,” Mr. Arnold explains. 
•‘We feed this machine raw’ mate­ 
rial in form of poultry 
feed 
in 
hopes of getting a finished prod­ 
uct—the egg. The egg is composed 
of several different 
elements 
or 
xnaterials, such as protein as found 
In the albumen or white of the 
egg, fat in the yolk and minerals 
ia the shell. 
Äluch w ater is also 
presen t 


"In order to get this finished 
product we mu«t feed foods that 
rontain many different 
elements, 
also these elem ents m ust be fed 
more or less in a right proportion. 


Well Balanced Ration. 
'•Roughly, a well-balanced ration 
should consist of 
these 
parts; 
«cratch grains, corbohydrate feeds; 
mash, protein; green feeds, min­ 
eral. w ater and cod ilver oil. 


“We feed scratch grains to main- 
jtain body weight. 
The plump hen 
! whose body te heavy will always 
¡be able to continue through a long 
period laying better than the fowl 
‘which has poor body weight. 
Our 
ipcratch feeds keep up this body 
(Weight. 
They furnish 
heat 
and 
|energy for this egg producing ma- 
! chine. 
Com, wheat, barley and 
lieavy oats are our best scratch 
ieedfl. 


“These could well b© fed In pro­ 
portions. 
Since barley has proved 
a good feed and as it Is produced 
In this region, its use as a poultry 
feed is encouraged. 
During cold 
w eather good producing fowls will 
consume about fifteen pounds ot 
licratch feed to 100 fowls each day. 
The greater share should bo fed in 
the evening, thus leaving the rest 
of the day for heavy consumption 
of mash. 


“The fowl should always go on 
perch with a well filled crop. The 
lien has a poor digestive tract and 
It is almost impoHsible for a heavy 
producing hen to eat and digest 
enough food durinR the «hört day­ 
light hours to munufucture eggs 
rapidly.
